From New Delhi, it was an- 
nofnced also in a communique 
that combined enemy naval and 
air attacks had resulted in the 
sinking of several Allied merch- 
ant ships in the Indian ocean 
area, 

The communique said 400 to 500 
survivors had landed on the Orissa 
coast. 

The shock of the loss of the two 
powerful ships rubbed the gilt off 
the Admir’'ty’s announcement 
two hours earlier that a British 
submarine had sent a 10,000-ton 

Italian cruiser to the bottom of the 
central Mediterranean. However, 
the Admiralty communique said 
“it ls known that more than 1,100 
survivors, including the com- 
manding officers of both ships, 
have been picked up.” 


The sinking of the Cornwall and 
Dorsetshire was a blow to the Brit- 
ish naval strength immediately 
available to cope with Japanese air- 
carriers and warships reported in- 
creasing their activities astride the 
sea lanes to Calcutta in the bay be- 
tween the bombed coast of India and 
invaded Burma. 


OTHER CLAIMS 

Japanese broadcasts quoted im- 
perial headquarters claims that in 
addition to the cruisers’ Japanese 
forces sank 21 Allied merchantmen 
in the Bay of Bengal up to last 
Tuesday. and badly damaged 23 
other ships. 

Heard, too, but without any other 
confirmation, was a Berlin broad- 
cast quoting dispatches purportedly 
from Tokyo that Japanese expedi- 
tionary forces supported by cruisers 
and destroyers landed last Sunday 
on the Burma west coast and were 
within 30 miles of the Bengal border 
of India. 

That would place them between 
the border and the big Burma port 
of Akyab. 

Earlier roundabout reports that 
the Japanese had forced their way 
ashore at Akyab have been denied 
by British headquarters at New 
Delhi. 

The admiralty’s announcement 
did not say when the Dorsetshire 
and Cornwall were sunk.

WASHINGTON, April 9.— 
(BUP) — Thirty-six _thous- 
and American and Filipino 
troops, exhausted by short 
rations, disease and lack of 
relief, were overwhelmed on 
Bataan peninsula today by a 
fresh and numerically super- 
ior enemy. 

Secretary of war Henry L. Stim- 
son, who disclosed for the first 
time the number and plight of the 
Bataan defenders, was unable to 
say how many of the 36,853 Yanks 
and Filipinos were killed, eaptur- 
ed or wounded, 

He said that every effort was be- 
ing made to get 
as many of them 
as possible to 
Corregidor and 
other American 
fortresses that 
still held out in 
Manila Bay. But 
it appeared 
doubtful that 
any substantial 
number could 
be evacuated. 

Stimson also 
revealed for the 
first time that 
some aid had 
been run through the Japanese sea 
blockade to the men fighting in the 
Philippines but at heavy cost. 
“Several ships” of supplies pierced 
the blockade, Stimson said, and 
part of the supplies arrived at the 
Corregidor and Bataan, “But for 
every ship that arriver we lost 
nearly two ships,” Stimson said in 
counting the cost of the relief at- 
tempts which failed. 


FIRST NEWS GIVEN 


First news that American defence 
of the peninsula had collapsed came 
in a 3:15 a.m. communique from 
the war department which said 
that the American right flank had 
been turned and that a counter- 
attack failed because the men were 
exhausted. The communique added 
that the Bataan defences “probably 
have been overcome.” 


Stimson, who had just conferred

KUIBYSHEV, Russia, April 9. 
—(AP)—Soviet fliers and ground 
gunners have destroyed 139 Nazi 
transport planes assigned to sup- 
ply Isolated northwestern front 
units in three days of a 10-day 
period which cost the Germans a 
toal of 545 aircraft.

Nerves Taken 


From Corpses 
To Heal Limbs: 


By SYDNEY WILLIAMS 

LONDON, April 9—(BUP)— 
The Soviet War News, published 
by the Russian embassy, reported 
yesterday that Professor A. 8. 
Vishenvsky, head of the surgical 
department of the Soviet Neuro- 
logical Clinic, for the first time 
had succeeded in transplanting 
nerves from corpses into the 
bodies of living persons. 

It said the operations had been 
performed many times with “ex- 
cellent results.” 

“A wounded Red Army com: 
mander recently was brought to the 
clinic,” the publication said. “His 
arm was severly injured. A mine 
splinter had torn out part of a 
muscle and a section of the main 
motor nerve. 

“As the severed ends of the nerve 
were one and a half centimetres 
apart, they could not be sewn to- 
gether. Vishnevysky performed an 
Operation, using a piece of nerve 
from a person killed in an accident. 


RETURNS TO SERVICE 

“The transplanted nerve took 
root and the commander is able to | 
use his arm as if nothing had hap- 
pened. Today he is in active service | 
at the front.” 

The Soviet war news said the 
problem of restoring the function | 
of a limb when the motor nerve 
had been injured seriously long had 
been a medical problem. Vish- 
envsky’s method, it said, had the 
added udvantage of employing 
nerves taken from corpses which, 
when properly treated after remov- 
al, can be preserved indefinitely, 

“Thus the surgeon can be provid- 
ed with a complete set of different 
nerves ready for use whenever the 
necessity arises,” the article con-

FULL CONSIDERATION 

It is no secret that Allied stra- 
tegists have given full considera- 
tion to the northern route through 
Norway, Franceor the Low Coun- 
tries are a possibility, but Hitler 
has stronger forces there than in 
Norway and has built up strong 
coastal defences, They might find 
it as hard or harder to. cross the 
Channel than Hitler did in 1940, 
when he had overwhelming air 
supremacy and a huge army in 
France. 

There are several reasons in 
favor of an attack on the Ger- 
mans in Norway. One is that 
Hitler has reduced his forces of 
occupation there by about two- 

thirds for use on the Eastern 
front, Another is that Norwegi-

It is certain that if the Allies 
eome, they will rise to arms almost 
to a man. Rebellion simultane- 
ously would be fanned in the other 
occupied countries of Europe, where 
Hitler likewise has been compelled 
by the Russian struggle to reduce 
his forces. 


HITLER WORRIED 

Hitler apparently is worried by 
the possibilities in Norway. He .s 
reported to be increasing his forces 
there again because of the popular 
unrest and resistance and presum 
ably also because he senses the dan- 
ger of an Allied attack. He has an 
unknown number of his warships. 
including the giant battleship Tir- 
pitz on guard in Norwegian waters.

Canadians, who are facing precisely 
the same prospect, will note with interest 
the statement of Mr. Donald Nelson, Unit- 
ed States war production chief, that pro- 
duction of most consumer durable goods 
will be stopped there by the end of May. 
There is no use hoping that we on this side 
of the line will not have to put up with the 
like disappearance from the stores of in- 
numerable things which go to make up 
the ordinary standard of living. The pro- 
duction policies and war policies of the 
two countries are pooled, and Canadians 
should neither expect nor wish to escape 
the “sound but lean civilian economy” to 
which our partners in the great enterprise 
must subject themselves. 

The “facts behind the news” must be 
fairly well known, and they admit of no 
other course. As munitions plants sweep 
into their stride they are drawing more 
and more heavily on metals and number- 
less other materials which are already 
scarce, which cannot be produced quickly, 
some of which cannot be produced on this 
continent at all. And the manpower both 
of Canada and of the United States is be- 
ing drawn into fighting forces and equip- 
ment establishments in a volume which 
would not permit production ‘as usual’ of 
consumer goods even if materials were 
abundant. 

Whether we like it or not, we all over 
this continent are going to have to live on 
a restricted scale, not because money is 
scarce, but because money can’t buy many 
of the things to-which we have been used. 


The Unwilling Migrants 


The chairman of the British Columbia 
Security Commission says plans have 
been made to transfer the 24,000 Japap- 
ese out of the defence zone in that pro- 
vince. Of this number 7,500 are to be 
sent to towns in the interior of the pro- 
vince and 5,000 more will be employed on 
road work there. It cannot therefore be 
said, as has been suggested, that British 
Columbia is trying to evacuate its Jap- 
anese population to the other provinces, 
And those who are moved out for the dura- 
tion are to be returned when the war is 
over. What is being asked of the people 
in other provinces is that they tolerate the 
presence of approximately half the Jap- 
anese until peace is restored. 

Even that is asking a good deal, but 
the asking is being done by British Col- 
umbia, not by the Japs. It may help to 
reconcile the people of communities into 
which these unwanted guests are sent, to 
remember that the Japanese would much 
rather stay at the coast than be moved 
anywhere. Many of them would no doubt 
rather be shut up in internment camps 
and supported at the public expense. It 
is not for their pleasure or convenience 
they are being transplanted for a time, 
and are to be made to work for a living, 
but for the safety of Canada and the sake 
of the taxpayers, 

However unwelcome they may be in 
any community, police supervision can 
keep transportees from molesting other 
people, and it is to be supposed this super- 
vision will be provided. 


Make Room For Them 


Officers who come here to train men 
for the Air Force are by no means the 
only ones who find it difficult, to the point 
of being almost impossible, to obtain liv- 
ing quarters in the city. But they have a 
claim to consideration beyond that of 
civilians. They do not come here of their 
own choice, but under orders, They can- 
not know how long they will remain; that 
is determined for them, and they have no 
alternative but to obey when they are 
told to move to another centre. Naturally, 
they want to have their families with them 
if married, as other men do. Of necessity 
they must rent houses or apartments by 
the month, not on long term leases. 

These are facts which Edmonton 
house - owners and apartment - owners 
should take into practical consideration. 
Nor can it be forgotten that the future 
value of Edmonton property and the lives 
and rights of the owners hinge very direct- 
ly upon the work these men are doing, Un- 
less the enemy is shot out of the air we 
cannot win the war, and if we do not win 
the war Nazis or Fascists or Japanese will 
do as they please with us and our pro- 
perty. But if the enemy is to be beaten 
in the air, the beating will have to be done 
by men many of whom are learning to 
fly under the instruction of the officers 
who now complain that they cannot find 
places to lay their heads in Edmonton. 

_ Making room for an air instructor and 
his family is, or ought to be, something 
more than a business transaction by which 
to obtain the greatest possible number of 
dollars, It is also a matter of accommo- 
dating a man who is teaching air-fighters 
how to protect the landlord and his pro- 
perty and all that he holds dear.

Keep The War Oversea

If the Axis powers are not defeated 
oversea, the struggle will be carried to 
this hemisphere, and the fight will have to 
be made, under terribly adverse conditions, 
on the soil of Canada and the United 
States, This was the basis of Prime Min- 


ister King’s radio appeal to the voters to 
vote “yes” when the plebiscite is taken on 
April 27th, by which the Government is 
asking to be given a free hand in carry- 
ing on the war. For that reason, if there 
were no other, Canada was justified in 
sending an army oversea, and is bound to 
assist its Allies to the limit of its ability on 
any or every front. 

This fact, for it is a fact, is one which 
every Canadian ought to keep steadily in 
mind. There are no territorial limits to 
the Axis plans. Hitler means to dominate 
“every human being and every mile of the 
earth’s surface,” in the words of President 
Roosevelt. He could not do this without 
destroying the United States, and Canada 
is the logical base from which he and his 
Japanese associate would Jaunch their at- 
tack. It is therefore a matter of enlight- 
ened self-interest that Canadian forces 
should be sent wherever they may be need- 
ed to prevent the aggressors attaining 
mastery of the other continents and thus 
clearing the way for an assault upon this 
last fortress of freedom. 

The issue we now are facing has noth- 
ing to do with race or other side consider- 
ations. If we want to make sure that 
Canada will remain Canada, help must be 
given wherever it is needed to those who 
are fighting our enemies. A “yes” vote 
at the plebiscite will be a vote to keep the 
war away from our shores. That, surely, 


is something every Canadian wants to do. 
V: 


Canadians who have contributed to the 
Queen’s Fund for air raid victims have the 
satisfaction of knowing that their givings 
have amounted in the first year to more 
than one million dollars. A million dollars 
will do a lot to give comfort and hope to 
people in Britain who have been deprived 
of their homes, and many of them injured, 
by the enemy raiders. But it would take 
scores or hundreds of millions to meet the 
need and discharge the claims of human- 
ity. The Fund is still open and contribu- 
tions are earnestly solicited.

Speaking in Winnipeg about the cur- 
ious unwillingness of men to join the re- 
serve units, Col. Ralston said “Unless their 
enlistment is voluntary, they will soon 
find themselves in the position of joining 
the army by command instead of choice.”

Japanese Chance 


Strength of Nations Is¥ she has accepted, writes Wer- 


Frequently Cause of 
Surprise

Persons who were amazed at 
ithe strength of the Russian re- 
sistence to the German hordes 
and who took Colonel Lind- 
bergh’s account of Russian air 
strength at its face value, would 
have been better informed had 
they read Max Werner's book, 
“The Military Strength of the 
Powers,” which was published 
the year before the war began. 

Whether this state of mind— 
which neither the British, French 
or American organs of opinion 
did anything, to discourage—was 
due to conservatism of thought, 
prejudice against Russia, or just 
plumb ignorance, I do not know. 

We all remember the contempt 
with which the Russian army 
was mentioned during the Russo- 
Finnish war. Today it is recog- 
nized that the defeat of Finland, 
from a military point of view, 
was one of the great achieve- 
ments of modern military history. 
Whether or not the high com- 
mands of the democracies knew 
the facts as to Russia's strength, 
there were numbers of civilian 
authorities who would have 
agreed with the “Revue des 
Deux Mondes” when it said in 
1938 that “the military strength 
of the Soviet Union represents a 
factor of decisive importance in 
the power relations of Europe” a 
statement abundantly substan- 
tiated by recent events. 


Red Army 


Werner had no doubts as to 
whether or not Russia would be 
able to give a good account of 
herself when the time came, He 
wrote, in the above mentioned 
book: 

“The only army in Europe 
which can be compared with the 
German army is the Red army.” 
Again he said: “It is no secret 
that the Red general staff has 
adopted everything it considers 
of value in traditional German 
strategy.” 

He quotes German military 
authorities and comparative fig- 
ures to show how superior Russia 
was to Germany in.many war 
potentials, And he severely 
criticises Great Britain because 
her abhorrence of communism 
made her reject a military alli- 
ance with Germany and leaned 
on France instead—to her pre- 
sent undoing. 


Japan’s Power 

Since Werner's estimate of 
Russia has proved to be correct, 
it is interesting to read what he 
had to say of Japan’s military 
strength and powers of endur- 
ance—interesting and cheering 
too, in these dark days. 

That Japan belongs to the 
group of economically weak—the 
“have not’ — powers is well 
known, What military strength 
she has in that particular is due 
in great part to the good offices 
of her present enemies, all of 
whom made good money supply- 
ing her deficiencies in oil, scrap 
iron, machine tools and many 
other necéssities of war. Werner 
described the technical weakness 
of Japan's land and air arms 
and said her strategy was bound 
to be offensive, 


ner, the latest ideas of Germany 
concerning totalitarian warfare 
and the German idea of victory 
by a sudden and decisive rush. 
Again he says: “It is no secret 
|that Japan’s war plan envisages 
|the launching of a sudden and 
unexpected attack on the air- 
|dromes of the Red army in the 
lar East. (It seemed to Werner 
ithat Russia was likely to be 
|Japan’s first objective.) In the 
long-drawn out war Japan's 
;weakness has been shown in 
{what she calls the “China inct- 
dent,” where her opponent was 
militarily much weaker than she. 


First Objective 


Had Japan chosen Russia as 
her first objective it is probable 
that Professor E. Guyot's pro- 
phecy made after a visit to Japan 
in 1936, would now be in pro- 
cess of fulfilment. He wrote: “In 
the event of a war between Japan 
and the Soviet Union, Japan will 
be defeated and she will be very 
rapidly defeated at that.” 

Her spectacular victories in 
Malay and the Dutch East Indies 
have been due to the criminal 
unpreparedness and complacency 
of the democratic powers and 
her daring blitzkriegs. The Dutch 
alone were ready but they were 
too weak in men and material. 
As Werner puts it in a recent 
atticle: “What has happened is 
that the Japanese air force and 
the Japanese army operated 
boldly and with the benefit of the 
surprise element against sea 
power which had neglected air 
and land forces in the Pacific.” 
As far back as’ 1924 Hector By- 
water, the British Naval author- 
ity, warned England of her fatal 
weakness in the Far East. 

“Unpalatable though it may 
be,” he wrote, “the truth is that 
at the present time we are not 
in a position to defend our wide- 
spread and priceless interests in 
the Far East.” 


Achievements 


In spite of her amazing 
achievements Japan now stands 
in a very et da position. Separ- 
ated by thousands of miles from 
her sources of supply—her new 
sources cannot be made use of for 
months — with China standing 
strong and with the ever-increas- 
ing menace of the American eagle 
and the Russian bear, her mili- 
tary authorities must have many 
headaches, 

She has bitten off a very large 
mouthful which she must masti- 
cate and finally digest, which 
may add stomach-ache to her 
misery. This is not mere wishful 
thinking if we follow Werner's 
estimate. He wrote in 1936: “The 
dominance of Japan in Eastern 
Asia is now based, from a mili- 
tary standpoint, on a fiction of 
superiority. ... A power really 
weak will not be able to maintain 
for long its hegemony over half 
the Asiatic continent.” 

Without discounting in any 
way the cleverness of her strat- 
egy and the boldness of its appli- 
cation, it may be said that her 
victories have been due in great 
part to the “too-little-and-too- 
late” conduct of the democratic 
powers, 

It will without doubt take some 
time to dislodge her from her 
present holdings, but she is fatal- 


ly weak in resources and has no 
way of increasing them,

I believe with absolute convic- 
tion that the Russian armies are 
going to smash the German 
armies this year, whether or not 
aid is forthcoming in the nature 
of a Continental adventure by 
the British fighting forces. To 
“climb out on a limb” is an ine 
vitation to disaster, but I none 
the less repeat myself—I am 
absolutely convinced, from all I 
have seen and from all the small 
pieces of information I have been 
able to gather in a country where 
secrecy is the main fetish, that 
Russia will win victory over 
Germany this year, 

Divided 

Civil and military authorities 
are divided as to when, precisely, 
victory will come. The former 
believe that by means of a sus- 
tained political warfare a state 
of affairs in Germany is being 

roduced which will make it 

mpossible for Hitler to stage a 
Spring offensive on a scale that 
would make it worth his while. 

They estimate, therefore, that 
victory is possible in the Spring. 

I am absolutely convinced they 
are wrong. So are their military 
leaders (which, after all, is what 
matters), who do not believe that 
victory can be achieved before 
Autumn, 

The more sober-minded of 
them—and now I come to think 
of it I have yet to meet a Russian 
military leader who is not sobere 
minded—believe that Hitler is 
preparing a blow for them in the 
Spring on a scale greater even 
than that which he delivered 
from October 2 onwards until 
December 6, when the Russians

trine of “strategie reserves” and 
began a successiul offensive that 


continues to this day. (Frunze 
| being the Russian Clausewitz.) 
| Hitler hurled 51 fully equipped

|What he cannot replace are all 
\the highly trained junior officers 
jand N.C.O.’s who have been 
killed, 
| Quick to Learn 
' But, quick to learn and quicker 
even to adapt themselves to 
circumstances Russia’s military 
leaders are convinced that they 
have already profited by mis- 
takes they made in the opening 
months of the war, and that 
whatever may be the force of the 
blow, they can meet it, 

The Russian staff, therefore, 
are convinced that, whatever 
may be the force of the blow 
being prepared for. them at this 
hour ijn the factories, workshops 
and barracks and on the training 
grounds of occupied Europe, they 
can meet it. 

They are not boastful. Many 
think that once more it may be 
necessary to give ground, but not 
all the ground lost in the first six 
months. And in the meantime 
“strategic reserves’ are being 
built up in quantities that, were 
the figure known, might hardly 
be believed, 

Outside a limited circle—prob- 
ably not more than 50 men in 
the world—no one knows Rus- 
sia’s industrial capacity or her 
possible war output, My opinion 
is that Russia's industrial poten- 
tial is infinitely greater than any 
foreigner supposes. 


Supreme Effort 


Since it is believed that after| 
one more supreme effort Hitler 
will be unable ever to stage an- 
other offensive or appreciable 
menace, the Russians, when they 
have countered what is coming 
in the Spring, will once more 
pass to the offensive. And this 
time in greater numbers and 
under more advantageous cone 
ditions, pouring in fresh highly 
trained men intent on revenging 
themselves for all that the Gere 
mans have done to their country 
and their people.

Fence-Sitting Is Dangerous 


Undecided Nations 
Due For Trouble From 
Axis or From Allies 
By HAROLD L, WEIR 


One of the gravest problems 
of this war, from the viewpoint 
of the Allied Nations, is the man- 
ner in which the fence-sitting 
nations ate to be treated. 

The Axis has its own way, of 


course, with the undecided states. | 


Those nations that refuse to co- 
operate fully “ 
with the Axis 
speedily get the 
full weight of 
the Axis mailed 
fist, 

But, on our 
side, we are tied 
up firmly to the 
principle of na- 
tional self - de- 
termination, to 
the declaration 
that every sov- 
ereign state Harold L. Welr 
must be perfectly free to choose 
its own course, 

Matters are coming to the 
point, however, where this prin- 
ciple is apparently beginning to 
conflict very sharply with an- 
other one, namely, the principle 
that there can be no neutrals in 
this war. . 

This latter fact is established, 
not by any defiant and threaten- 
ing ultimatum of our own, but 
by the very nature of the conflict 
itself. 


National Issues 


Purely personal and national 
issues have no longer anything 
to do with this war. The line of 
conflict has been sharply drawn 
between two philosophies of life, 
so broad as to permit of the 
existence of no third or inter- 
mediate philosophy, and within 
one or other of these categories 
every nation must find its na- 
tional policy. 


Are’ 


) Self -determination, therefore, 


and freedom of choice are limited 
to either the Axis way of life or 
the democratic way of life. 

Some of those nations, in South 
America, for instance, which are 
inclined to resent Allied pressure 
ljurging them to make an early 
decision, have attempted to point 
jout that, this pressure is a viola- 
|tion of the Allied principle that 
every nation should be free to 
make its own choice. 

This attempt arises out of a 
grave misunderstanding of the 
nature of freedom. 

A man may enjoy perfect free- 
dom, in the moral sense, and yet 
that freedom does not permit 
him to do the impossible. He is 
not free to walk on water, or eat 
poison or fly without wings. 

Freedom, in its very nature, is 
always qualified. Thus, there is 
no actual curtailment of any 
neutral’s freedom in the asser- 
tion that the form the war has 
now taken precludes any possi- 
bility of neutrality. 

No Neutrality 

There can be no neutrality to- 
day. And both Britain and the 
United States, in their dealings 
with hesitant nations, should 
openly and forcefully postulate 
that fact. 

They should make it very clear 
that no curtailment of intrinsic 
freedom of action is implied in 
the demand that so-called “neu- 
trals’ declare themselves either 
for us or against us. 

Particularly should Vichy be 
treated to a strong dose of this 
reasoning. 

Present appeasement methods 
are both obsolete and foolish, 
They are obsolete because 
Vichy’s neutrality is a specious 
and unnatural thing. They are 
foolish because they permit 
Vichy to maintain in Murtinique 
a base which everyone knows is 


One Bomber An Hour 


Detroit Ic Converted to’ 


War Purpose in 
Factories 
FROM THE MAGAZINE 
“TIME”, 


A year ago Willow Run was 
a lazy little creek west of Det- 
roit, surrounded by woodlands, 
a few farmhouses, a few country 
schools. Today Willow Run is 
the most enormous room in the 
history of man; more than a 
half-mile long, nearly a quarter 
of a mile wide. In this great 
room errands are run by auto- 
mobile; through the flash of 
moving machinery and the dust 
of construction, no man can see 
from one end to the other. 

The plant contains 25,000 tons 
of structural steel, By Summer, 
70,000 men will work in this 
room; by December, 90,000. In 
planning the building, Ford 
Motor Co.'s drafting room used 
five miles of blueprint paper a 
day, seven days a week, for six 
months. 

In this enormous workroom 
Ford hopes eventually to turn 
out a fouremotored Consolidated 
bomber eve hour. The raw 
materials will go in at one end; 
from the other will emerge the 
30-ton machines, coughing with 


life. 

The bombers will be borne 
from half-mile assembly lines so 
fast that Ford: will not try to 
store them. The deadly infants 
will be ranked on a great new 
airfield, stretching out from the 
assembly end of the plant, with 
enough white concrete runways 
to make a highway 22 miles long. 
From those runways the new- 
born bombers will make their 
test flights then take off for

Army Requires 
Many Recruits 
To Meet Crisis 


Men for the armed and reserve 
forces are needed more urgently 
than ever in view of the increas- 
ingly critical situation facing the 


Allied Nations, Lt.-Col, BR. W. 
Hale, M.C., officer commanding 
2nd Bn, Edmonton Regiment, 
(R)CA,, told members of the 
Lions’ Club at the regular lunch- 
eon meeting; at. the Macdonald 
hotel on Thursday. 


Lt.-Col, Hale spoke on several 
issues of the war that are at pre- 
sent of vital local interest, includ- 
ing the plebiscite, recruiting and 
the importance of the Alaska high- 
way. 

Herbert Knowles, Lions’ presi- 
dent, was in the chair. With Col. 
Hale were several other army of- 
ficials. 

Passage of the plebiscite was of 
the utmost importance, said Lt.- 
Col. Hale. While political leaders 
were in agreement regarding its 
passage, he said, the people should 
not be lulled into a false sense 
of complacency, as those who pro- 
posed to vote against it were not 
saying anything about it. He urged 
a full turn-out for an affirmative 
vote, 

He related the history of trans- 
portation development in the 
Northwest back from days of boats 
and dogteams to the present day, 
to bring out the significance of the 
proposed highway to citizens of 
Edmonton and Northern Alberta. 


DEVELOPMENT HAMPERED 


Early development was naturally 
hampered due to the transport 
problems, but with the advent of 
the airplane for the north, the pro- 
blem gradually became less seri- 
ous, he said 

Lt. Col. Hale, who is himself an 
ardent follower of northern flying, 
related experiences with such pion- 
eering pilots as Grant McConachie 
and “Wop” May. At that time he 
was district superintendent of 
northern postal service. 

He referred to the days of the 
open cockpit and the mail contract 
to the Arctic. The finding of gold 
by Labine, and the finding of oil 
at Norman, were two important 
milestones in northern transporta- 
tion development, he stated.

Development of the airlines to 
such remote points as Coppermine, 
Cameron Bay, Aklavik, and west- 
ward to Prince George and Van- 
couver, were also described. 

Lt. Col. Hale stated that the be- 
ginning of the construction off the 
Alaska highway is likely the begin- 
ning of another era of transport 
development into the great North- 
west. 

Trails that were blazed first by 
dog team and canoe, and More re- 
cently by airplane, will now likely 
be blazed by vehicle transport on 
highways, Lt. Col. Hale stated.

The soreness of the muscles which 
the layman labels “muscular rbeu- 
matism” is called fibrositis by the 
physician, 

Fibrositis means an inflammation 
of the fibrous tissue which lies in 
between the bundles of muscular 
tissue. When the fibrous tissue is 
inflamed this produces the soreness 
and pain in the affected muscles 
which are the chief symptoms of 


The patient suffering from mus- 
cular rheumatism is easily led to 
| believe that most of the trouble lies 
jin the muscles; however this is not 
the case, as rheumatism has a con- 
stitutional cause. When the primary 
cause is established, then compar- 
atively trivial causes such as over- 
use of the muscles or exposure iu 
cold or damp, may bring on the at- 
tack. Cold or damp weather wiii 


of the circulation in some particular 
part and the muscles of that pari 
will become painful, stiff and sore 
because of the accumulation of 
rheumatic toxins in that area due to 
the sluggish circulation, Cold, damp, 
or over-exertion are only exciting 
causes and have the power to induce 
an attack only when the funda- 
mental toxemia {s present. 

Fibrositis may attack the muscu- 
lar tissues of any part of the body 
but its favorite sites are the muscles 
of the neck, the lower back, and the 
legs. It is more common among men 
than among women. 

It occurs in both an acute and a 
chronic form. The symptoms vary 
according to whether the disease is 
acute or chronic, but as a genera: 
tule the attacks which are acute at 
first, steadily grow worse until a 
more or less permanent muscular 
disability results. 

In the acute attack. the pain in tie 
intense, and 
the patient will make every effort 
to keep from moving the affected 


ful sensation may be noticeabie 
when the patient attempts to move 
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the muscles and may subside into a 
dull ache at other times. Consider- 
able stiffness is the rule and the 
patient will notice the stiffness be- 
coming worse when he is cold. [f 
left to his own devices the patient 
with muscular rheumatism will try 
to keep as quiet as possible and wili 
hug the fire. 

In the treatment of muscular 
rheumatism I find the fast taken at 
the start will obain the best possibie 
results, as the fast will adjust the 
blood chemistry closer to the nor- 
mal. Also, during the fast the body | 
will cleanse itself of the accumu: | 
lated substances which are so irri- 
tating they produce lameness, so:e- 
ness and stiffness when deposited in 
muscular tissue. Usually the pain in 
the muscles will leave after two 
or three days on the fasiing regimen 


acute attack. During the fast the 
enema must be used. | 

Following the fast the greatest 
benefit will be secured if the patient 
uses a diet consisting of leafy green 
vegetables for several days. After 
this time a well-balanced diet may 
be used and the patient may be 
given a moderate amount of meat 
and plenty of the cooked and raw 
non-starchy vegetables, but should 
be cautioned against using too much 


starch or sugar. 

Heat is of value in securing 1 gicf 
from the pain of muscular rheunia- 
tism. This temporary relief is grate- 
fully received but the patient should 
remember that permanent relief 
comes only from removing the sys- 
temic cause of the trouble,

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LO.D.E. Urges 
Internment Of 
Japanese 


Resolutions finding endorsation 
at the sessions of the 22nd annual 
meeting, provincia] chapter of Al- 
berta, Imperial Order Daughters of 
the Empire, in the Macdonald 
hotel on Tuesday were highlighted 
by two dealing with the treatment 
of Japanese “nationals” in Canada. 
The more important of these passed 
endorses that “constant vigilance 
should be kept over these people,” 
and that “we, the municipal chap- 
ter, do hereby beg that all adult 
Japanese Nationals brought East of 
the Rockies be interned for the 
duration.” This resolution was} 
brought in by members of the Mun- | 
icipal Chapter at Lethbridge. | 

The other read in part: “Be it re-| 
solved that we do all in our power 


to prevent these Japanese nationals 
from being used for cheap labor.” 


SCHOLARSHIPS 

With the present shortage of 
teachers and nurses in view, a reso- 
lution was passed that a fund of 
at least $1,000 be subscribed by the 
provincial chapters to provide, be- 
ginning this September, for (1) four 
grants to graduates of grade XII for 
study in the Provincial Normal 
School to the value of $110 each and 
(2) that six grants be -given. to 
graduates of Grade XII for study in 
any of the recognized Hospital 
Training Schools in the province, of 
$100 each, 

The grants will be made to 
students with high scholastic stand- 
ings, and who are in need of fin- 
ancial wid for further study. This 
scholarship will be given only for 
the duration of the war.

Your Baby 


By MYRTLE MEYER ELDRED 


It is most disheartening to a 
mother when the lovely skin of her 
young baby is marred and disfigur- 
ed by an ugly rash, She knows she 
keeps the baby clean and she is 
sure this is not a disease, since the 
baby neither has a fever nor feels 
badly, except for the itchiness of 
the rash. But what is this rash 
which comes and goes, being more 
virulent at times and at others 
seeming to fade so that she is en- 
couraged to fee] that this time it 
will depart forever? 


While no one but a doctor can 
examine the rash and say just | 
what it is, if the rash has been 
pronounced eczema then there is 
much the mother can do to help 
its cure, 

It’s well for her to know that it is 
not contagious, that just salves or 
lotions alone won't end it perman- 
ently and that it is a long and ardu- 
oug task for a doctor to put his 
finger on the particular food or 
foods, or the special factors in the 
environment, which are causing the 
baby to respond allergically in this 
particular way. 

If a mother knows these things 
she will] be more patient about fail- 
ure and will understand how lucky 
she has been—not how wise-—when 
the cause is discovered promptly 
and the rash is brought to a drama- 
tice finish. 

There are dozens of causes of 
eczema and various types of the 
rash itself from dry and flaky to} 
moist and oozing, The younger the 
baby, the more limited its diet and 
the more confined its environment, 
the easier it is to hit the villain on 
the nose, The small baby who gets 
only milk, orange juice and some 
vitamin D, has only these three as 
causes for an allergic ailment due 
to diet.

They were fighting for 
their homes and yet the dominion 
government was taking no action 
to protect their homes. “Democracy 
is the Christian concept of society” 
but it is now in retreat here and 
abroad, the speaker claimed 

“Don't permit the fight the boys 
are making overseas to be lost on 
the home front by a government 
which is prepared to hand every- 
thing over to the monied in- 
terests,” the minister urged, de- 
claring the fight against evil 
must be made not only on the 
military front but also the home 
‘and personal fronts.
